Turkish authorities said at least 
one student died in the battle in 
which the students hurled bombs 
and fired pistols.

ident Nixon unveiled today details of 
his revenue sharing plan for urban 
development—a $2 billion a year 
program 
spread 
over

metropolitan areas but focusing 
chiefly on decaying big cities. 
The plan would give city halls 
almost total authority to decide how 
to spend federal money. 


It 
also 
would 
eliminate 
as 
identifiable categories most of the 
urban aid programs originated in 
Democratic 
administrations 
of 
Harry S Truman, John F. Kennedy 
and Lyndon B. Johnson. 


In a report to Congress, Nixon 
said.

programs for urban development 
have

Nixon 
said 
the 
bulk 
of

money—$1.6 billion in the first full 
year—would be distributed among

“ take into account the number of 
people who live in an area or city, 
the degree of overcrowding there, 
the condition of its housing units, 
and the proportion of families whose 
income is below the poverty level."

would insure that most of the money

Space shuttle task force 
director outlines selling 
job

California’s chances of securing 
the proposed NASA space shuttle 
program are “ very good" but a 
tremendous 
job

selling 
the 
program itself is faced by those 
concerned,

Cook, 
executive director of the California 
Space Shuttle Task Force, stated 
yesterday while visiting with city 
officials. 
Cook 
represents 
Robert 
Volk, 
recently 
appointed

chairman by Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke 
and U.S. Senator Alan Cranston. 
Meeting with Mayor Art Scott, 
Councilman E. C. Stevens, George 
Smith, Hugh D. Young and City 
Administrator James A. Cook, the 
official stated that he intended to 
see what facilities are here and to 
investigate 
the 
impact 
of 
the 
C a l i f o r n i a 
S p a ce 
S h u t t le 
Coordinating Committee, formed by 
officials 
of 
Lompoc 
and 
Santa 
Maria. 
“ We expect a lot of energy from 
here in our program,’’ Cook stated. 
Cook said that in a recent week- 
long visit to Washington he and Volk 
have gathered the impression that 
the winner of the program will have 
based his arguments on “ good, 
solid, technical qualifications." 
The 
California 
congressional 
delegation 
has 
been 
thoroughly 
briefed on this state’s efforts to 
secure 
the 
program 
and 
are 
“ excited," Cook said. 
Cook debated recent studies that 
show that Cape Kennedy would be 
the front runner for the program 
based on financial costs. 
“ Let’s 
set 
the 
study 
record 
straight," he said. 
“ The studies 
were not official NASA studies and 
there are serious doubts as to their 
validity. 
Don’t blame or credit 
NASA for this information.” 
He said that it is his feeling that 
NASA has “ shifted into neutral" 
concerning the site of the space 
shuttle program and that the final 
decisions will, in his opinion, be 
made at five different sources: 
NASA 
studies; 
Department 
of 
Defense requirements; White House 
budget priorities and House and 
Senate committees. 


Cook said that he was concerned 
over the funding of the program 
itself. 
“ One senatore back in Washington 
told me that our efforts and the 
efforts of other states reminded him

of a group of doctors arguing over 
treatment of a patient when the 
patient is darn near dead," Cook 
said “ A terrific job of selling space 
exploration itself is necessary." 
Cook agreed that there are many 
arguments on behalf of California 
but that neither he nor Volk have 
decided on their priorities. 
“ Most important, of course, is the 
cost point of view — the cost of 
manpower," he explained. "It costs 
money to draw people to isolated 
areas.

Women. This concert featured a 
small vocal group and a chamber 
orchestra and soloists under the 
direction of Dr. Karl Geiringer, 
U.C.S.B. professor of music. 
Dr. 
Geiringer 
established 
an 
i n t i m a t e 
c h a m b e r 
m u s i c 
a t m o s p h e r e 
wi t h 
his 
s hor t 
explanation of the compositions and 
composers. 
The 
concert 
opened 
with 
a 
concerto for cello by Leonardo Leo. 
A contem porary of J.S. Bach, Leo 
wrote five cello concertos. This 
concerto was beautifully played by 
Geoffrey 
Rutkowski. 
It 
was 
obvious 
that 
Leo’s 
sparkling 
melodies 
and 
Rutkowski’s 
light 
sp ic c a to 
bowing 
w ere 
very 
compatible. 
The three songs from "Orpheus 
Brittam cus” 
by 
Henry 
Purcell 
contrasted 
nicely 
with the first 
number. 
Alis 
Clausen, 
mezzo 
soprano, has a light clear voice 
ideally suited for this type of music. 
"In Guillv Night” also by Purcell, 
was performed by a well-balanced 
trio consisting of 
soprano Joan 
Barber, tenor Carl Zytowski, and 
bass Michael Livingston. Perhaps 
because of the static nature of the 
recitative section, the trio never 
fully brought this work alive. The 
Farewell section was well balanced 
and greatly added to the interest of 
the work. 
I would like to hear the concerto 
for Clavier and strings (W.F. Bach] 
played on 
the harpsichord. The 
piano does not seem to have the 
clarity necessary to blend with the 
strings in this number. 
In the final work Clayton Wilson 
performed with a good feeling for 
the baroque style. His performance 
of J.S. Bach s "Concerto for Oboe 
D Amore and Strings in A M ajor” 
presented an aspect of Bach’s music 
that is too often forgotten 
His 
technique on difficult passages as 
well as his warm tone on slow

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Rosette Hargrove on Paris Fashions 
Bastille Day Near for Couturiers?

PARIS—(NEA)—Will Paris haute couture face a self­ 
created Bastille Day when the once-great houses show 
new collections in July? 


If the recent ’71 couture showings are a true sign of 
French design inspiration, the barricades already are 
down. A weakened economy, the youthful preference for 
boutique or second-hand clothing, a more independent atti­ 
tude of all women has the whole fashion world shook up, 
unable to thread a realistic design needle. 


The couture in Paris should know better than to follow 
the crowd as it did with its latest showings. Their m es­ 
sage was two-fold—shorts round-the-clock (called hot 
pants in some quarters) and a renaissance of the fashions 
of the ’40s. No wonder the French fashion barricades are 
falling if this is the leadership Paris salutes and supports. 


For example, shorts showed up with long tailored jack­ 
ets for city wear, cropped jackets for sports end under 
short or long matching crepe midi dresses slit to the thigh 
or transparent sheaths for evening. The remainder of the 
overall fashion picture is soft, flattering, feminine with 
more than a dash of glamor. And hems seesaw from 
above to just below the knee. 


Louis Feraud showed the nudest evening models—shorts 
veiled in ankle-length transparent gauze shifts. He said 
that the idea behind his clothes is to “create an atmos­ 
phere of love and humor.” But for women who like less 
skin to meet the eye he has some handsome coats and 
cover-up jumpsuits. 


At Lanvin, Jules Crahay showed a combination of folk­ 
lore and Hindu inspiration. There were peasant dresses 
reminiscent of the Tyrol and town suits with longer skirts 
—almost midi—with long, 
slim cardigan-type belted 
jackets. 


Givenchy’s collection could be voted the most repre­ 
sentative of what haute couture stands for. His shorts 
suits are beautifully executed without the slightest hint 
of extravagance but with the necessary youth-kick look. 
His coats are beautifully tailored in exclusive fabrics— 
and all knee-length. 


Pierre Cardin’s collection for Spring ’71 proved once 
again that he is a creator in his own right—following the 
design pack in his own way. Hopefully Cardin will regain 
his design balance before the July collections. 


His shorts were pretty, feminine and sexy. For the slim 
and leggy there were satin shorts under m i c r o m i n i 
dresses which flare and are slit at the side. For city wear 
there are shorts just visible under crepe dresses and for 
evening one catches just a glimpse of them under printed 
chiffon His suit skirts hit the knee, most have high slits. 


Marc Bohan at Christian Dior showed clothes inspired 
by post-Paris liberation days 
But his suits featured 
Bermuda shorts. 


At Patou, Michel Goma insisted on a widened shoulder 
lint” contrasting with a neat waisted look often stressed 
with a wide, striped silk belt. He introduced pinstripe em ­ 
broidery on an evening blazer over a pure white pleated 
chiffon dress. 
Courrèges showed shorts suits ideal for the woman who 
may feel the first flush of youth is behind her and whose 
derrière may happen to be her biggest, but not her best, 
asset. 
St. Laurent closed the fashion week with a collection 
that recaptures both the pre- and post-liberation years 
here. It was like turning over the pages of the fashion 
magazines of that era—the “dressy” afternoon dresses, 
the wool jacket in a solid color picked up from the print 
of the dress, dresses with pleated skirts from a hip yoke, 
loose bodice, puffed and cuffed sleeves that stop above 
the elbow. His skirts were knee length. 
This daring young designer, whose way-out ideas have 
in past seasons caused many a flutter in the fashion world, 
this spring showed only one nude top—a black wool tuxedo 
over shorts and a glittering chain necklace in lieu of a 
bodice. 
That is where the daytime hemline stopped this time 
around in Paris.

Picking the 
All-Americans

How do you pick an All-American basketball team ? 
It surprised me when a ballot tor this year s UPI major 
college All-American team came over the wire a few days 
t)3ck 
It had been my impression that the voting took place 
among only a few selected sportswriters around the 
country. Apparently not 
Could it be that the UPI actually trusts me to rate the 
major college basketball talent from around the entire 
country? Apparently so. 
They’ve got to be kidding. I mean, I can barely pick up 
college gam es on the radio here. And there are virtually no 
televised college gam es outside of the Trojans and Bruins. 
So how can I assess how well Sidney Wicks stacks up 
against, say. Tom Parker of Kentucky, or even Waldo 
Foonman of Wheeler State A & 1? 
It’s almost impossible to fairly rate players on the 
sketchy 
knowledge 
acquired 
from 
magazines 
and 
newspapers. 
I wonder if the players and fans who place so much 
importance on the All-American team s are aw are of the 
selection process. 
Picture in your mind two ball players from Idaho, or 
som e such obscure locale, reading the just-released All- 
American 
selections 
in 
their 
local 
newspaper. 
Conversations like this are bound to take place: 
First: "We were robbed again. Not even an honorable 
mention.” 
Second: 
"Yeah. 
Whoever picked this team must have 
done it with a blindfold and a goldfish bowl. \\ ho did pick it, 
anyway'?" 
First: 
"They printed a list of the sportswriters who 
voted and their newspapers. Boy, look at some of these. 
Here’s a guy that writes for the Possum Creek Grain and 
Feed Bulletin, and another one from the Los Angeles Free 
Press.” 
Second: "And here's one from the Lompoc Record. 
First: "W hat’s the Lompoc Record?” 
Second: "About 57 I think 
The whole selection method is full of holes. There have 
been instances of coaches and writers voting for a player on 
the basis of pre-season publicity, only to discover later that 
their choice had been injured early in the season and played 
but a few games. 
College publicity departments bombard newspapers with 
pictures, 
pamphlets 
and 
clippings 
of 
their 
school’s 
candidate for AIl-Everything. They concentrate mostly on 
the big metropolitan newspapers. 
Very few such player 
hopes reach this sports desk. Evidently they don’t realize 
what power we small-town sportswriters wield. 
One school did have the foresight to send a publicity 
pamphlet to the sports department here, and I was so 
appreciative I almost voted for their man. 
His name is Stan Greenfield, known widely (according to 
the pamphlet) as "The man who makes the Regents click.” 
The Regents 
being, of course, the famous Rockford 
College Regents from Illinois. 
But back to the problem. I had to select a first team and a 
second team All-American, a Player of the Year, and a 
Coach of the Year. 
Deathly afraid of being branded an uninformed voter, I 
set out to research the subject. My reference sources were 
the local library magazine files, Record sports page files, 
my m em ory, the guys in the back shop, and the magazine 
rack at Olson’s Drug Store. Not necessarily listed in order 
of importance. 
The library wasn’t much help 
They seem to have an 
unusual 
subscription 
arrangement 
with 
the 
various 
magazines whereby they receive only every third issue. 
Either that, or the issues containing information on college 
basketball stars are in great demand as take-home items. 
The drug store was handy for getting the names of pre­ 
season All-American candidates to use as a basic list from 
which to work. 
The Record tiles furnished stories of 
outstanding 
individual 
performances 
throughout 
the 
season. 
The rest was up to my computer-1 ike brain, which sifted 
the information, weighed the tacts, and cam e up with a 
headache. 
But not one to relinquish my right to vote, I finally came 
up with 10 names and sent the ballot out to take its place 
among thousands of others in a pile (or fishbowl) 
somewhere in New York. 
And so here is the Lompoc Record 1970-71 All American 
Basketball team . 
First team : Sidney Wicks (UCLA). John Roche (South 
Carolina), Dean Meminger (Marquette), Paul Westphal 
(Southern C a l), and Austin Carr (Notre Dame). 
Second team : 
Artis Gilmore (Jacksonville), Johnny

Ten»., says: “ Many people 
tell me blacksmiths are a 
thing of the past, is this a 
dying art or is there some 
career potential in becoming 
one?" 
Dear Rick: While the an­ 
cient skill of making horse­ 
shoes. for which blacksmiths 
are most noted, has been re­ 
placed to some extent by 
r e a d y m a d e s h o e s , the 
smithy’s skills are still re­ 
quired to trim the horse’s 
hoof and adjust the shoe to 
lit. 
Those engaged in this kind 
of work usually own small 
shops in rural areas and also 
make and repair tools for 
area farmers. On the other 
hand, about two-thirds of the 
15,(KM) now employed in this 
field are industrial black­ 
smiths found in the iron, 
steel, m i n i n g , machinery, 
construction and railroad in­ 
dustries. 
These c r a f t s m e n make, 
sharpen and repair metal 
hand tools or machine parts. 
Most workers enter this oc­ 
cupation as helpers in small 
b l a c k s m i t h shops, where 
they learn the trade on-the- 
job. Others undergo formal 
apprenticeship training pro­ 
grams for t h r e e or four 
years. 
Vocational or high 
school courses in metalwork­ 
ing, blueprint reading and 
math are also helpful 
E m p l o y m e n t of black­ 
smiths is e x p e c t e d to de­ 
cline, leaving only a few hun­ 
dred openings each year as 
more of the metal articles 
ihey once p r o d u c e d are 
made by f o r g e shops or 
w e l d e r s . Often, too, it is 
c h e a p e r to replace small

Dear Morris: A bachelor’s 
degree, preferably in social 
welfare, is the usual mini­ 
mum requirement for begin­ 
ning social work 
Jobs in some specialized 
areas of this field may re­ 
quire a m aster’s degree in 
social work, conferred by 
one of 64 graduate schools 
accredited by the Council on 
Social Work Education. 


For teaching positions, a 
d o c t o r a t e is 
preferred. 
Training in social science re­ 
search methods, as well as a 
graduate degree and some 
social work experience, are 
required for research posi­ 
tions. As you can see, the 
type of social work you want 
to do determines how much 
training you should receive. 
To enter graduate school, 
students must have a broad 
liberal arts background, in­ 
cluding economics, history, 
p s y c h o l o g y , sociology and 
anthropology. Biology, sta­ 
tistics, writing and public 
speaking courses also are 
helpful.

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Slap on wrist 


President Nixon's suspension of the Davis-Bacon Act, 
which for 40 years has required the governm ent to pay 
prevailing local wages on federal construction projects, 
seem s to be something less than a telling blow against 
inflation. 
“ Disappointing, inadequate and totally ineffective, 
com m ented William E. Dunn, executive director of the 
A ssociated 
G eneral 
C o n tracto rs 
of 
A m erica, 
representing 9,500 general contractors around the 
country. 
One reason is that m ost contractors already have 
legally binding agreem ents with workers. 
Thus the 
resident’s edict will have little real im pact. 
Trades union leaders, of course, view it as another 
assault by an antiunion adm inistration against the house 
of labor and complain that trades workers are being 
m ade the scapegoat for inflation. 
W hether or not the President's alm ost token gesture 
will have any effect, and whether or not building trades 
workers are being unfairly singled out, there is no doubt 
that m any people believe it is about tim e that som ething 
was done. 
A Detroit auto worker, for exam ple, who m akes about 
$4.50 an hour, reads in the paper that a tracto r operator 
in the sam e city is being paid $8.72 in wages and fringes 
and wonders how come. Or that a structural ironworker 
in New York earns $10.77 an hour and that the going rate 
for a steam fitter in Los Angeles is $10.36. 
A bookkeeper may have been saving for years to m ake 
the down paym ent on a house, only to find that the one 
he wants is now priced beyond his reach. Then he reads 
where carpenters and plum bers have just gotten raises 
of $1.20 a hour, or alm ost five tim es higher than the 
average industrial wage gain in 1970. He puts two and 
two together and has no doubt who is the chief culprit 
responsible for intlation. 
Construction workers, however, can bring all kinds of 
statistics to bear on their side. 
For instance, while a 
factory worker on a 40-hour week gets paid for 2,000

hours of work a year, the average construction w orker 
puts in only 1,400 hours, losing the equivalent of 15 pay 
checks. 
Despite hourly wage rates that are often tw ice that of 
other industries, the Labor D epartm ent says the average 
construction worker last year took home only $8,481. 
As for hom es, according to Dr. M ichael Sum icrast, 
chief econom ist of the National Association of Home 
Builders, lab o r’s share of the housing dollar has been 
declining for the last 25 years, from about 30 per cent to 
about 20 per cent. 
High land and m aterial costs have 
m ore to do with pushing up the cost of new hom es, he 
says. 
Yet while statistics help explain, they also help 
obscure. 


There is no “ av erag e'' construction w orker. 
Some 
lucky ones earned incomes well up into five figures last 
year, m eaning that to reach an average of $8,481 many 
others m ade far less than the average. And the fact that 
skilled tradesm en, when they do work, get such fabulous 
wages, m ay have som ething to do with their not working 
as many weeks as they might. 
There are serious structural flaws in the trade wing of 
labor’s house, and outmoded im pedim ents both to 
efficiency and full em ploym ent, such as rules barring a 
builder from using precut doors or preassem bled 
plumbing, even though they m ay have been m ade in a 
union shop. 


Each local trades union is a little em pire, vying with 
the other little em pires in what labor w riter Victor 
Riesel calls a gam e of “ m e-toosim " in seeing who can 
get 
the highest 
hourly 
rate and 
m ost 
fringes. 
C ontractors have had little success in trying to stand up 
to them. 
Welcome as it m aybe as a step in the right direction. 
President Nixon’s action falls far short of what needs to 
be done if we are to have a vigorous construction 
industry as well as a halt to inflation.

course for those who don't go in for 
that kind of sport there are alw ays 
the sm aller two and three pound 
rats. 
For these we use the sm all 
.223 cal M-16 hunting rifle. And then 
for those m edium sized gam e called 
gooks, V.C. N.V.C. and hardcore of 
just plain people, we use our 40 m m 
large economy size twin cannon — 
by far m ore effective for large 
num bers of two or m ore.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Medical care 


WASHINGTON - Ask alm ost any 
reporter 
the 
question: 
Is 
Sen. 
Edw ard M. Kennedy a candidate for 
President 
in 
1972? 
The answ er 
would be no. But put it this way: Is 
Kennedy positioning him self to run 
if events should thrust him into the 
top spot for the D em ocrats? The 
answ er would be yes. 
This is relevant to 
the debate that has 
b e g u n 
o v e r 
a 
nationwide 
system 
of health insurance. 
Kennedy is not only 
chairm an 
of 
the 
~ 
S e n a t e 
H e a l t h 
Subcom m ittee 
but 
t o 
he is the author of a 
bill 
providing 
a 
com prehensive 
in­ 
surance 
plan 
financed and adm inistered by the 
federal governm ent. It is in sharp 
contrast to the Nixon adm inistration 
proposal th at brings private health 
insurance com panies into a system 
designed to scale back the public 
cost. 
If w ar, as has often been said, is 
too 
im portant 
to 
leave 
to 
the 
g e n e ra ls , 
A m e ric a 's 
rap id ly 
degenerating health c are and the 
rapidly escalating costs are too 
im portant to leave to politics. 
Scoring points for Kennedy or for 
the Nixon adm inistration will be an 
a n sw e r 
fo r 
the 
m illio n s 
of 
A m ericans caught in one way or 
another in the health squeeze. 
President Nixon’s health m essage 
put eloquently what the faults and 
failures'in m edical care today m ean 
— skyrocketing costs, the ruin of 
catastrophic illness, the scarcity in 
m any areas of doctors and adequate 
hospitals. This is no m ore than the 
bitter experience of legions of the 
sick and the disabled and their 
fam ilies. 
W ashington 
H ospital 
C enter, 
where this observer recently spent 
a relatively brief siege, has by 
cutting every possible corner kept 
the charge for a sm all private room 
down to $80 a day, which is certain 
before too long to go to $100. The 
rate for a shared room is $68.50; in 
m ost New York hospitals it has gone 
to $97,50. 
The norm al charges are dw arfed 
by the cost of a really serious 
illness. A week or 10 days in the 
cen ter’s heart care unit, said to be 
the best of its kind in the country, 
can m ean a bill of up to $10,000. This 
reflects the com plex devices and the 
experts m anning them that are part 
of m odern m edicine. A first-degree 
burn or the m angling of an auto 
accident results in a catastrophic 
bill. 
The Kennedy m easure calls for an 
o v e r-a ll 
i n s u r a n c e 
p r o g r a m 
equalizing the costs so they would 
fall equitably on every income level. 
There would be no cutoff dates, no 
co-insurance, no deductibles and no 
waiting periods. According to those 
who helped to fram e the m easure, 
the cost of the benefits under the 
program for the fiscal year 1970 
would have been $41 billion. But they 
stress that this would not have been 
“ New” m oney,” but 
rath er the 
am ounts already being spent by 
i n d i v i d u a l s , 
e m p l o y e r s 
and 
governm ents for health care. 
The adm inistration proposal has 
many blank spaces. The insurance 
costs would be heaviest on low- 
income groups. Individuals in som e 
categories are left out entirely. 
Stress is put, and this is true also of 
advocates of the Kennedy m easure, 
on 
h e a l t h 
m a i n t e n a n c e 
organizations (HMO) with prepaid 
m edical costs and the em phasis on 
p r e v e n t i v e 
m e d i c i n e . 
T h e 
outstanding exam ple of HMO is the 
K aiser operation in California. 
But betw een the two sides are 
a re a s 
of 
a g reem en t. 
In 
his 
testim ony 
highly critical of the 
adm inistration 
program , 
Rashi 
Fein, an econom ist on the faculty of 
the H arvard M edical School, pointed 
to a num ber of specific proposals in 
the Nixon m essage that he said 


deserved 
the 
sup p o rt 
of 
all 
concerned A m ericas. He cited the 
need for HMO, supplying scarcity 
areas with better care and m erging 
the two parts of M edicare. 
This suggests the possibility of a 
com prom ise that could m ean som e 
forw ard m ovem ent until the larger 
issues are threshed out. Why could 
not certain agreed-upon steps be 
taken 
in 
this 
session 
of 
the 
Congress? In his testim ony opening 
the hearings Secretary of Health, 
Education and W elfare Elliot L. 
Richardson showed a m easured and 
r e a s o n a b l e 
a p p r o a c h 
w h e n 
questioned 
about the sweeping 


Kennedy m easure. 


Kennedy is no Johnny-com e-lately 
to concern over the nation’s health. 
With 
a 
continuing 
interest 
in 
reform s, 
he 
fell 
heir 
to 
the 
subcom m ittee chairm anship when 
Sen. Ralph Yarborough of Texas 
was defeated for a re-election After 
all, as one of his associates puts it, 
the possibility he m ight one day be a 
candidate for higher office should 
not put all issues out of bounds. It 
happens that m edical care is one of 
the m ost com pelling of all issues.

ridiculous situation: 
h u n d r e d s 
of 
thousands of poor 
people in the cities 
c a n ’t 
find 
job s; 
t h o u s a n d s 
of 
businessm en in the 
suburbs c an ’t find 
w orkers, even for 
unskilled and sem i­ 
skilled jobs. 


This is an absurdity for a num ber 
of econom ic, social and political 
reasons. 
It hurts business, lowers 
the quality of life and threatens the 
stability of society in both suburbs 
and cities. 


And, according to UPI colum nist 
Arnold Saw islak, it even offends 
U.S. history. 
A m ericans are the 
people who traveled thousands of 
m iles over dangerous oceans and 
hostile land to find work. Now they 
can t ride a few m iles on the w orld’s 
best roads to get to jobs. 
The research director was trying 
to sell som ething. He w ants housing 
in the suburbs for poor m em bers of 
m inority races. He claim s that the 
trend tow ards cities of m inorities, 
e n c irc le d 
by 
whi t e 
s ubur bs , 
“ creates 
costly, 
artificial 
labor 
shortages.” 
He notes that betw een 1959 and 
1967, New York City lost 47,110 
factory 
jobs 
while 
its 
suburbs 
gained 138,440. 
He says this just 
represents the tip of an iceberg; the 
suburbs gained far m ore jobs in 
retailing 
service 
establishm ents, 
utilities and the like in the sam e 
period. 


Can t m em bers of m inority groups 
com m ute to jobs in the suburbs? 
The research er studied the Ford 
Motor Co., plant at Mahwah, N .J., 
where 2,000 blacks work Most m ust 
travel 20 to 40 m iles a day by c a r to 
and 
from 
work 
because 
public 
transportation is designed to move 
people into the city and back to the 
suburbs at the very tim es when the 
Ford workers are going in the 
opposite direction. 
Absenteeism 
at 
the 
plant 
is 
exceptionally high, especially in bad 
driving w eather, and c a r ownership, 
m aintenance 
and 
operation 
is 
prohibitive for m any city residents. 
Retail and service jobs generally 
pay 
qui t e 
a 
bit 
less 
t han 
m anufacturing 
so 
such 
w orkers 
usually 
cannot 
afford 
expense 
com m uting. 
Before the rise of the 
suburbs, 
m ost unskilled w orkers 
could get to their jobs in the cities 
on foot or by public transportation. 
But today, the distances are longer 
and the tran sit services are poorer. 
Can’t these people find housing in 
the suburbs? 


The research director says the 
process of housing, left behind by 
suburban bound citizens, “ filtering 
down 
to the poor, operated in the 
cities 
but 
shows 
little 
sign 
of 
working in the older suburbs of New 
York. There are open housing laws 
designed 
to 
help 
m inorities 
of 
course, but even w here they are 
enforced the poor get little benefit 
because the suburbs use zoning laws 
and other political m eans to block 
construction 
of 
new 
low-cost, 
apartm ent-type housing 
that 
the 
poor c a n ’t afford. 


The solution, says the researcher, 
is to stop building m ost of the public 
and other subsidized new housing in 
the ghettos 
“ Much of the effort 
should go into the suburbs, w here 
the new jobs a re .”
